DESTRUCTION OF THE CHAPEL-ROYAL OF THE 
SAVOY. 


Ox Thursday week, at midday, this venerable church, which wag 
upwards of 350 years old, and which had besides a peculiar his- 
torical interest, was destroyed by fire, and nothing now remains of 
the edifice, which was always greatly eh vu for its interior «n- 
bx liisbment, but the bare, сатте roofless walls. Most Londovers, 
and many other people besides, v И remember the cbapel, situated 
wand, with its trim litle boris] ground, 
ens, forming a kind of casis in the 
midst of a gr at ety. It #1004 vithin the precincts of the ancient 
Palaco of the Savoy, of which it wes the less rempent. Itis a 
peOcbial benefice ша the gilt of her Majowy, iu right of ber 
Dochy of Laveasier, and in the reign of Иг beth, before the bousc- 
holders br yord the precinot were permitted to use it as their parish 
oburch, they signed an instrument renouncing all claim to any right 
or proprrty in the chapel itself. There is e tradition thet when ће 
Litarzy iu the vernacular tongue was restored by Queen Elizabeth 
the Chapel of the Savoy was the first place in which the service 
was períormed. It was in this chapel algo that the memorable con- 
ferenee bat ween tbe Ephcopelian ard Presbyterian Divines on the 
Book of Gommon Prayer was held in 1661. The benefico has been 
held by more than ope distinguished ornament of the Chu: oh of Eng- 
land; among others, by Dr, Anthony Ногвеск, tbefevouritecbap!sin 
of King Wiliam Ii., and oneof the most celebrated preachers of his 
time. ‘che chavel, which was erected about the begiu ving of the reign 
of Henry Vill, was originally eosneoted with an hospital. Its in- 
terior dimensions were 90 by 24, and it was in the Gothic 
style of architecture, with & curious lite tower at the southern 
вод, which, with the тізіп walls, still survives. The ceiling, 
which has been entirely destroyed, was the most striking feature 
of the interior of the chapel. It was wholly of oak and pear tree, 
and divided into 128 quartre foil pane's, each enriched with a 
carved ornament either of sacred or historical significance. The 
penels numbered twenty-three in the length of the chspel and six 
in its width. ‘fen of the ranges had each a shield іп the centre 
presenting in high relief some feature or emblem of the passion 
and death of the daviour, and all devised and »rravged in a style of 
which there are шашу examples іп sacred edifices in the 15th and 
16th centuries. ‘he paula turoughont the rest of the cei ing cox- 
tained bearings or badges, indicating the various families from 
which the royal lineage was derived, and more particularly the 
alliances of the House of Lancaster, each pavel being surrounded 
by a wreath richly blazoned and tinted with livery colours of the 
different fanilics. Тһе various devices in the ceiliog will be found 
minutely explained in & heraldic work by Mr. Willement. There 
were many ancient wura] monuments іп the chapel. Among them 
was ап imposing one in the chance), to the memory of 
sir Kubert Douglas and his lady, erected in the early 
part of the seventeenth century. In а pretty Gothic niche 
on the opposite side was the figure of а lady keeeling, com- 
memorative of Jocosa, daughter of Bir Alan Apsley, Lieuter ant 
ot the Tower, avd wife of tne then Earl of Dalhousie. Ou the 
western wall, rear the altar-piece, was а b.autiful ornamental 
recess, іп the back of which bad been effigies engraved on brass. 
Near this was a small tables to the memory of Ann Kiligrew, 
1685, daughter of one of the masters of the Savoy, aud піссе to the 
well-kuown jester. This was the lady descrited ћу D.yden as 
“А Grace for beauty and а Muse for wit." Of Arab: Па, Doweger 
Couniess of Nottingbam, who was interred in the chancel, there 
was also & fine monument. Some of these have survived the 
ravages of the fire, but not ғо the flue altar-piece aud the large 
stained glass window eurmounting it, which have been entirely 
destroyed. In tre lower central compartment of this window 
was a figure of Бі. Jobn the Baptist, to whom the hospital cf 
Savoy was dedicated. The side compartments contained emblems 
of tbe otrer Evangelisis, while the ducal corouet, the red rove 
of Lancaster, and tbe liora and Jleurs-de lis of the Plantagenet 
escocheon were introduced in ошег parte. Over all was tho 
inscription—" This window was glazed at the coat of the congrega- 
tion, in honour cf. God, and іп gratitude to our Queen Victona.” 
With respect to the tire, it appears that of late а slight escape of 
gas had been perceived in the neighbourhood of tbe organ, which was 
on the floor amà at the south end of the chapel, aud a gasfitier was 
employed to detect the point of leakage. While so engaged, he was 
accampanied by the Rev. Henry White, the incumbent of the 
chapel, who was exoeeding!y desirons that һө should observe all 
due сате in the matter. ‘Lney entered the chapel together for that 
purpose and left it t gether. Bhorily afterwards the beadle, who 
was et work in the churcbyerd, perceived a smell of fire, and 
having called Mr White's attention to it, they entered the chapel 
and found that it proce: ded from & curtain, which appeared to have 
been elightly singed. There was then no other visible sigu of fire, 
and that bad beea extinguished before they entered; but sbortly 
alterwarda the interior of the оһар+1 was observed to be in a 
blaze. ‘Lhe fire spread with great rapidity, aud before assislanon 
could be had or engines brought, is had ob‘ained such a ucid 
of the buiidiog as to defy all efforts to extinguish it; and iu 
less than an hour the chapel was reduced to а mass of ruins. 
А һоп:е in the occupation of Mr. Finney, tailor, osught fire at tho 
back throngh the window of а balcony which overhung the 
northern end of the chu:ch, and was іш а sbort time compicte! y 
gutted. Fortunately, the registers of baptisms, marriages, aud 
burials connected with the chapel, and the Communion plei, have 
been saved uninjored. 

On our front page we give an illustration of the building durin қ 
the conflagration. The church is Әлім of squared sione and 
boulders, has a виза! bell-tower and large Tudor wiudowa. It was 
erected in 1505 It was endowed by Henry VAI, ара tho incumbent 
to this day receives an annual fee by royal warrant. 

On Saturday the autborities of the Duchy of Lancaster received 
а commuuication, throngh the Earl сі Clarendon (tbe Chancellor of 
the Dachy), to the effect that her Majesty the Qosen will ђе 
graciously pleased to take upon bemself the cost of restoring tha 
ancient fabric Tha fabric was insured to the amount of £4,000, њ 
sum which will go far towards its restoration. 


The following partioulars of the Savoy will doubtless prove highly 
interesting to our readers :— 

It was hero that the powerful Simon de Moniford, Esrl of Lei- 
cester, possessed a palace, the site of which was granted by Hesry 
LII to Peter Earl of Savoy. This palace was bestowed by the езгі 
on the fraternity of Mountjoy, of whom it was purchased by Queen 
Eleanor for her &econd son, Edmund Eal of Leucaster. lt was 
ae LS by Де бл Баке of Lancaster. Here 
was confined John King о ce, taken xr by E rd the 
Black Prince, at Poictiers, án 1856; “ ped rad rm hym 
the Куру and quene often tymes, and masde bym gret feest and 
obeere:" he was released in 1960; but retmnning to , died 
in the Savor, “his antieut prison," in 2964.

SKETOHES IN THE HOUSE OF COMMONS.—THE RIGHT 
HON. BENJAMIN DISRAELI. 


Тик recent great debate on the Danish war question, end the vote 
of censure on the Government, has again brought Mr. Disraeli's 
name prominently before the public. е shall not, however, enter 
upon the Danish question here, but simply allude to the sketches 
here given of the principal mover of the Opposition. 

Benjamin Disraeli wae born in December, 1805. He first stepped 
into the political arena ір 1826, at the age of twenty-one, as а 
writer on а new morning paper, the Representative, started on high 
Tory principles by the г. John Murray. The paper ouly 
existed about seven months, and was a loss to the proprietor of 
over £20,000. In 1882 Mr. Disraeli put up for High Wycombe, as 
an advocate of * vote by ballot, triennial parliaments, and economic 
reform,” but was ungnocegeípl. In 1833 he offered himself on the 
same pringiples for lebone, bat the expected vacancy did not 
take place. In 1887, ‚ he was returned for Maidstone 
From 1811 to 1847 be вы for Shrewsbury, and for Backingham- 
shire from the latter period to the present time. 

We need not follow him through his mtary career farther 
than to state that hig 8г% essay was & failure. His daring 
assertions and startling paradcxes were coughed down, and his 
ambitions figures and metaphors ved with shouts of laughter. 
Нә tried his utmost to make himself hesrd, and was obliged to sit 
down, not, however, before he uttered в well-remembered pro- 
phecy :—" I have begun many things several times,” said he, “and 
1 have often succeeded at last. I will sit down pow, bat the time 
will come when you will hear me." That hig prophecy has come 
irue our readers are perfectly aware. 

On entering the house, Mr. Disraeli'g notions are very marked. 
He comes up the staircase, and marches across the lobby solemnig 
aud slowly, generally alone, and spesking to no ene as he passes. 
On his arrival at the door, he 81 ways casts an upward at the 
clock, and, on entering, fakes off hig hat, walks round £o his geat, 
and stows his hat сөгү undor the benches. He sits down, 
foldg bis arms across hig breast, and k immor,

Thre» days after tho race Admiral Rous aud the Earl of Stamford 
and Warrington wrote а joint letter to Lord Bateman, in which 
they charged him with having denounced their verdict оп tho 
Worcester rac:course “ in the most violent language to an ignorant 
mob, with no other apparent reason than that you (Lord Bateman) 
had backed Jezebel to тіп two thousand pounds." The letter 
closed with a demand for an apology, in default of which the 
matter was to be laid before the Jockey Club. Lord Bateman 
replied that he certainly had expressed his opiuion on the occasion 
referred to, as everybody else did, but not in violent languaze cal- 
culated tó irritate an ignorant шоу. The demonstration in the 
ring, he affirmed, was perfectly spontaneous, and in no way en- 
couraged, ог even occasioned by any remark of his. Persons pre- 
sent made their own comments loudly, with which he had 
nothing to do; and whether they cheered or hooted was nc 
business of his. Under these circumstances he declined to 
make an apology until they had furnished him with the 
exact language imptited to him which he had require] them to do 
Lord Stamford and Warrington and Admiral Rous, without com- 
plying with his reques:, informed him in reply that if he and 
bis friends think themselves justified in condemning а verdict 
without hearing the evidence, no gentleman will be found in 
future willing to undertake the onerous duties of stewards at 
country reces. The tendency of betting is placed in а very 
strong light when one British peer is seeu ac»uetug another of a 
grave offence, and ascribing it to devotion to the 4 almighty 
dollar." If the noble patrons of the turf stoop to contests aud 
recriminations of this kiad, what hope is thero that horse-raciug 
will be transmitted аз а ћегштезз amusament to the next gene- 
ration? It has been argued of late in favour of more than one 
popular pastime on which moralists have frowned, that they are 
only bad because the better portion of society bas withheld its 
countenance and abandoned them to the evil-disposed.

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A MURDER which must rank amoug the most atrocious on record, 
ifthe atrocity of crimas bs measured eithet by the wickedness 
which they betray or by the terror which they inspire, was com- 
mitted near the Victoria-park on Satarday night. Mr. Briggs, chief 
clerk in the bank of Messre. Robarts aud Co, of Lombard-street, 


on the canal-bridge between Bow 
and Hackney-wiek. Upon examination his skull was found to 
have been ba:tered in by a tremendous blow over the left ear; bis 
head was covered with wounds, and his gold watch and eyeglass 
bad been torn from their fastenings. He lingered for more then 
twenty-four houra, but was wholly insensiole, and unable to utter 
a syllable which might lead to the identification of his murderors. 
The enormity of the injury inflicted on society by such an act as 
this can hardly be overstated. There is no ground for supposing 
that personal enmity or revenge had anything to do with the 
murder of Mr. Briggs, or that апу other elderly gentleman with а 
gold watch-chain might not hare been singled ont for the same 
fate. This із а very serious aggravation of а murder, considered 
in its effect on public security. There are few of us who are con- 
scious that others have special reasons to wish for our death, but all 
of us are liable to find ourselves in positions where we might 
ейе Пу be murdered for the sake of a purse or 6 gold watch. A 
railway carriage is а place where we are спі off for a time from 
all chance of assistance, and this feeling of helplessness in case 
of emergency hag been а bugbear to maby nervous travel- 
lers, male as well asfema'e. Without the means of communicating

It would be idle to деһу that these conél- 
derations justify, in some degree, the sensation and alarm which 
crimes like this never fail to create, and for some months to come 
travellers by tight trains will probably scan their comptnions 
narrowly before entering a таву carriage. Тһе best antidote to 
any such panic would be the epeedy apprehension of the criminals. 
In the meantime it would be well to point vil that the daring 
required for a murder of this type is of a very rare order, &nd that 
the temptation to commit it can hardly ever be аё Strong 88 ike 
rick of discovery is great. If the resistance of the десвавед haa 
been protracted but two minutes louger, or if hts cries had reached 
the next compartment, or if any one had happened to get in at 
Hackney-wiek, the guilt of tbese miscreants woülå have been 
brought home to them then and there. Railway murders, however 
suggestive of terror when they do occur, are not likely to mul- 
tiply. Itis dreadful to think that there are hutnán beings about 
vs go careleés of life, ғо abandoued to fiendith thoughts or 
bratal passions, that they are capable of conceiving & murderous 
design, but to this fact we cannot shut our eyes.

HORRIBLE AND ATROCIOUS MURDER IN А FIRST- 
CLASS CARRIAGE OF A TRAIN ON THE NORTH 
LONDON RAILWAY. 


Oxe cf the most atrocious crimes tbat probably ever disgraced this 
country was perpetrated late on Saturday evening, in а first-class 
carriage of a passenger train on the North London Railway, when 
в gentleman, Мг. Thomas Briggs, connected with the banking 
establishment of Messrs. Robarts, Curtis, aud Co, of Lowbard- 
street, was marderously assailed, plundered, and thrown out of the 
train. He died on Sunday night, at about a quarter to twelve 
o'clock. 

The unfortunate gentleman, Mr. Briggs, was upwards of sixty 
years of age. He was а fine, tall, hale man, and resided at № 5, 
U!ap'on-square, near Hackney Church. He held the office of chief 
clerk in the above bank, aud wa: most highly respected and 
esteemed by а very large circle of friends. On Saturday afternoon, 
about three o'clock, ће left the bank for the day, and proceeded to 
his niese's residence in Nelson-square, Peckham, where he dined 
There he remained until half-past eight o'clock, and was вева into 
an omnibus in the Old Kent-road by the husband of his niece, a 
Mr. Buckham, and he then appeared іп his usual good health and 
spirits. Before parting with his relative he intimated that he 
should proceed to the City, and then take the train fiom Fenchureb- 
stroct Btation for Hackney. Не was almost a daily traveller on the 
line, aud was well known by the railway servants. 

Oa the arrival at Hackney of the 945 train from Fenchürch- 
stroet Station, which was several minutes lato in leaving town, & 
gentleman called the attention of Haines, the guard, to the state of 
a compartment of a first-class carriage, No. 69, in the train. He bad 
opened the door at Hackney, with the intention of getting ia, aud 
had placed his hand on one of the cushions which he found to be 
covered with blood. The guard, on looking in, found such to be 
the fact. Not only were the cushions, bu: the floor, sides, and 
window were besmeared with blood; in some places there was 
quite a pool. He also found inside the carriage а bat, а walking- 
stick, and в small leather bag. The guard at once took charge of 
the articles and locked the door. Some ladies who were in the &d- 
joiciog compartment here called the notice of the guard to the 
circomstauce that some blood had been spurted through the 
carriage-window on to their dregsed ав the train came from Bow. 
The guard at once telegraphed the discovery to Mr. Kebble, the 
$!ation-master at Bow, and at that time an impression was enter- 
pained that some one had committed suicide and thrown himself out 
of the window of the carriage on to the line. 

Almost about the same period the above discovery was made, the 
diiver and stoker of an engine which had been working the Hack- 
ney-wick and Stratford traffic were returning from the Wick S:a- 
tion to the Bow Locomotive Works of the North London Railway. 
As they were approaching the railway bridge over Duckett’s Canal, 
by the side of the Mitford Castle Tavern, which fronts the Tower 
Hamlets Volunteer Parade Ground in the Victoria-park, they saw 
something lying on the six feet way—the space between the upand 
down line. At first the driver, Eaking, thought it was а dog, but 
his mate, the stoker, judged it to be a human being. The engine 
ha! passed the object, but stopped near where the railway passes 
over the main drainage works. The stoker, Brenchley, got down 
and went back along the line with lamp, and on coming up to the 
pot discovered it to be the body of а gentleman saturated in blood 
ард apparently dead. The stoker {ustently hailed the driver, and 
тап down the embankment into the Mitford Оазе public-house, 
belonging to Mr. White. Several persons ia the house, with the 
landlord, at овое returned with the stoker up to the line, арӣ steps 
were immediately taken to remove the unfortunate gentleman to 
the adjacent tevern; bat in doing so the men who were agsisting 
in the melancholy task nearly lost their lives by в passing down 
train. When got to the tavern and laid on а couch, suepicions of 
foul play were at once aroused, for his head seemed to have been 
batered in by some sharp instrument. His clothes were 
covered with blood, and the broken Мак or hoop of а 
watch chain hanging to а button-hole of his vest. No 
watch or the other part of the chain being found, at once 
led to а supposition that һө had been plundered. The landlord 
immediately дете iaformation to the police, and sent for medical 
assistance. Mr. Briston, Surgeon, of Old Ford, soon arrived, aud 
was followed by Mr. E Garman, surgeon, of Fairficld-road, Bow, and 
Mr. Oooper, of Ooborn-rosd. These at once examined the wounded 
gentleman. He wae іп à perfect siate of collapse— quite insensible 
Un the left side of the head, jast over the ear, which is torn away, 
was found & deep wound; the skull was fractured and the bone 
driven in. On the baseof the skull there were four or five lacerated 
wounds. There were more blows jou other parta of the bead, and 
the medical gentlemen expressed their surprise that the unfortanate 
tufferer should be alive, the wound over the left ear being alone 
sufficient to cause death. Stimulants were applied, with a view of 
resioribg consciousness, but to no purpose. On the arrival of Mr. 
luspector Kerressey, of the K division of police, from Bow station, 
measures were at once taken to ascertain whether the sufferer had 
any papers which would lead to his identity. in his breast cost- 
poczet were found s bundle of letters, addressed “ T. Briggs, Esq. 
Мевега. Kobarta, Curtis, and Co., Lombard-street,” upon which а 
messenger was immediately despstched to the bank in the Ойу, 
tə learn where the gentleman named in the address lived. In ће 
trousers pocket was found £4 108 in gold and silver, and a silver 
suuti-box in his pocket |The messenger, on reaching 
the bank іп Sombard-street, found that the description 
given of Ме B emawered that of the gentleman 
found on the j end, communicating the fact to 
Mr. Inspector ‚Ве at once despatched өп officer to, the 
addieve given by the at bank, No. 5, Clapron-squere, 
Hsc ney, who broke the v olan fntelligence to the son of the 
unfortunate gentleman. Мале | La Briggs being &a invalid, 
andin а very delicate state the fact of her husband 
having met euch à fearful fate was from her. Mr. Briggs, 
jun, with gomo other memb гв of the family, and Mr. Toulmin, 
the family doctor, to the Mitford Castle Tavern, and at 
once put ай end во all b з ag tó who the unfortanate sufferer 
was. It wá a very paimfal scene; only once, iè js thought, did 
the unfortunate gentlem&f show any sign of sensibility. An old 
female domestic called him by mame, and @ slight trembling moye- 
meut of his frame, and a gurgling p seemed to indicate that 
he knew the voice, but it wes only а momentary action. The 
landlord of the tavern made every arrangement ke could for the 
sufferer; but on the news of the ottrage tpreeding the house was 
besieged by а large and eager crowd, and it was deemed necessary 
фо remove him to his residence. Мг. Toulmin, Mr. Garman, and 
ihe о her medical gentlemen remained in attendance nearly the 
whole night, and in the course of the morning the sufferer was re- 
moved in 9 litter from the tavern to Oleptom-equare.

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SHOCKING AND SINGULAR DEATH OF A GENTLEMAN 
FROM OHLOROFORM. 


Dr Lascasrsr, coroner for Central Middlesex, recently held an 
inquest st the Middlesex Hospital, on the body of Mr. Herbert 
Da'zeli, aged twenty-one, paper manufacturer, of Thame, Oxford- 
shire, who died under ай operation with the administration of 
chloroform, іп that institution, under very distressing circum- 
stances. 

Mr. Samuel Н. Daizell sgid he resided at Halifax. The deceased 
was his brother. He had been some years suffering from а tamour 
in the face, affecting the nasal organs, and had been loug desirous 
of undergoing an operation for ita removal, and came to town abont 
. иу е ago for that parpdse. He received а letter from him 
stating һө was in that hospital preparing fer the оре whi 
he desired, and that he had every confidence іп the surgeon who 
was to perform it. 

The Coroner said this proved that the operation was performed 
with the decossed’s own consent. 

Mr. Fred, Н. Watts ssid he was resident surgeon of the hospital 
to which deceased was admitted on the 24th June, to undergo an 
operation for & tumour in the face. The operation was performed 
by Mr. Moere, operator to the tal, and witness assisted and 
administered the chloroform by means of в towel instead of an 
inhaler, as the nostrils were blocked ор, or nearly во, by the tumour. 
Aher about nine minutes there was à profase bleeding, and respira- 
tion became very low. Artificial res ion was resorted to by the 
Sylvester method, and for а time succeeded : after twenty-three 
minntes respiration had ceased entirely. Had made a post-mortem 
examination, and found the brain healthy, the chest acd lungs 
were mach gorged with blood in patches, but there was fluid blood 
on both sides of the heart, which was healthy. Ths liver as well 
as kidneys gave out evidence of death from suffocati.n. 

By the coroner: Had no doubt that death h.4 resulted from 
арь‹е, Deceased had only one paseeyo to breathe through. Не 
believed he would not have died from tho chloroform without the 
hemorrhage, or from the hemorthage singly, without the chloro- 
Ц 


orm. 
After some further evi’ence, the ішу retarned a verdict, “ That 
deceased died of арво і, from the effecta of chloroform and logs of 
blood, aud that the ssid death wes @ misadventure.”

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THE PERILS OF RAILWAY TRAVELLING. 
Ат tho Aldershott Petty Sessions on Monday, before Captain New- 
come and a full bench of magistrates, Henry Nash, a middle-aged 
man of respectable appearance, described аа а yeoman, residing at 
Hawley, pear Farnborough, surrendered to bis bail оп а charge of 
having indecently assaulted а young woman вашей Moody in a 
railway carriage, while travelling between Surbiton and Wobiog on 
the previous Wednesday. Тһе complainant, who ір twenty years 
of age, waa in attendance, with her father, who is curator o! the 
Winchester Museum, and with whom she resides. Bhe bears the 
арреагапоз of being а respectable and intelligent young women, 
and a:emed somewhat agitated from the peculiar position in which 
Sbe was placed. The court was densely crowded 

Mr. T. Bent, superintendent of police at Waterloo Station, ap- 
peared to prosecute on behalf of the South Western Kailway Com- 
pany; and Mr. R. Eve, solicitor, of Aldershott, defended the 
prisoner. 

The particulars of the case, as detailed by Mr. Bent, were as 
follows:—On Wednesday complainant took her seat іп в second- 
class carriage at Waterloo Station, and shortly afterwards the pri- 
soner entered the compartment. They were then quite alone, but 
prior to the departure of the train, at 1.10 p.m., another female 
passenger entered, and sat near the complainant. The prisoner at- 
tempted to force ав conversation on the complainant, asking 
her how old she was, why she wore spectacles, and several 
other questions, which she did not answer. This ocourred 
before the other woman entered the railway carrisge, and 
her presence caused the prisoner to desist for а time from 
putting any farther questions. The complainant then felt safe, aud 
the three rode down to Surbiton, where the other female nger 
alighted, leaving Miss Moody alone with the prisoner. Almost im- 
mediately оп the traia leaving this station, and before it had got 
fairly in motion, the prisoner laid himself on the seat opposite to 
tbat on which the complainant was sitting, and in a very insulting 
manner repeated the questions he bad previously put to ber, which 
she again declined to answer. Іп order to avoid the prisoner's 
annoyance, Miss Moody got up and looked out of the window, but 
she had scarcely risen from ber seat when she felt а band laid on 
her shoulder and drawn down to her waist Almost immediately

FOURTEEN DESERTEB3 BHOT. 


Тик South Carolinian, of May 24, records the exeoution of fourteen 
Confedezates at Dalton for desertion. А correspondent who wit- 
nesaed the sfair esys:— When T srriged on she ground, I found 
the division of ренин Steyenson drawa np ір lines, forming 
three sides of w square. In front werg fourteen win 
8 оо а at tho ot of esch, and in the rear of these a long line 9! 
yawning graves. Ine few minutes after opr arrival, four weggons 
containing the unfortunate men filed slowly through the lines, and 
approached the fatal spot. The men, with опе exception, spproaobed 
unmoved, and нү looked around as though they were uncon- 
scious of the fearful end to which they were approaching. Ву 
direction of General Reynolds they were drawn up in line, ь 
number of chaplains approached them, end besought them to give 
the few remaining moments of their Jives to prayer, which was 
followed by the reading of the 23rd Psalm, aud au eloquent BET 1 
which affected the prisoners very much. General Reynolds then 
agked them if they had anything to вау, and adiressed them in an 
improseive manner for a few minutes. Tyo of them seid they had 
no intention of deserting the service; oue of them вага he wag cut 
off from his command at Mission Ridge, aud did not &uow where to 
о, вай go went Romo; the othe” said be deserted on account of his 
LEE Beverel of their regimental and gompany Officers now came 
forward and bade them farewell. The men, with one "em 
were very excited, several having lost all control of their 
General Reynolds tarned to them and said, “Мау God have merey 
on your gouls, and turned hastily away. "Tbe goard stepped for- 
ward, end taking each опе to a stake, tied them fast, and then bound 
s cloth over their eyes. All began to pray, end some were shouting

We give a short extract 
from the memoir of Cowper, & many of our readers may pow for 
the first read who were hig ancestors. Їп our next, we will 
give a short extract from the memoir of Ben Jonson. 

“Тһе ancestors of Willigm Cowper were possessed of estates at 
Btrode, in Bussex. in the reigu of Edward IV. Several members 
of the family $ to baye served the office of sheriff in London ; 
and William Oowper, of Ratling-court, Nonington, Kent, reogived 
a Nove Scotis baropetey from James L, and was created ар Egglish 
baronet by Charles I. Не was а yriter of verae, and is honourably 
distinguished tor having built a monument to the author of the £c- 
olesiastical Polity, graced by ап epitaph of his owp composition. In 
the civil ware, di Wiliiam Cowper espoused the осуше of the king, 
and, with hig gon John, was imprisoned by the parliament in Ely 
House, Holborn. John died in prison, leaving an infant pon, 
William, who sneceeded to the title and estates of his grandfather 
in 1664. Sir William, the second baronet, married Sarah, the 
daughter of Sir Samuel Holled, merchant, of Londop, by whom ha 
had two song, William and Spencer. Inheriting from bis grand- 
father the castle at Hertford Sir William possessed considerable 
local inflaence in jhe town, which he and his elder son represented 
io parliament for severa) years, until a tragical circumstance, which 
nearly proved fatal to bis younger son, Spencer, rendered the name 
of Cowper for в long time odious to the people X 

The tragios! oireumstance previously alluded to is as follows ;— 

“Тһе Позғрега were returned chiefly on the Quaker interest, and 
one of their principal supporters was а rich maltster of the name of 
Stout. Bhortly before the occurrence referred to, Stout died, leav- 
ing bis widow and his daughter, Sarab, in effluent circumstances.

Willism Cowper. the elder gan, was raised to the dignity of Lord 
Ohaneolior in 1707; aud Bpencer, the younger вор. became Chief 
Justice of Ohester and e Judge of the Common Pleas Spencer 
Qowper died in Lincoln’s Inn on tho 10:һ of December, 1728; and 
his second son, John, was the father of Willism Cowper, the post. 

John Cowper was chaplain to George 11, and held the living of 
Great Berkhampatead, in Hertfordshire. He married Ann, daughter 
of Roger Donne, Esq., of Lndham Holl, іп Norfolk This lady, 
after giving birth to several children, who died іп infavcy. expired 
in childbirth, in 1737, at the early age of thirty-four, leaving two 
sons, William, the poet, and John. Cowper, who always retained 
the most affectionate recollection of his mother, dedicated an affect- 
ing tribute to her memory. 

Wi Cowper wes born on the 26th of November, 1781, in the 
Parsopage house, or, 88 he calls it tho '' pastoral house," of Great

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THE PRINCE AND PRINCESS OF WALES 

AT OCLOTHWORKHBS’ HALL. 
Тик Prince and Princess of Wales visited Cloth- 
workers’ Hall, on Moodey afternoon, оп the in- 
vitation of the company to his royal highness to 
attend and receive the freedom and livery of that 
ancient corporation, voted to him on the 23rd of 
February, 1563. 

Cloth workers" Hall, though neither во ostenta- 

tious in the exterior nor во conspicuous! y situsteg 
as Fishmongers’, Goldamiths’, aud other kindred 
guilds for which the Ойу of Loudon fs famous, 
із neverthe'ess in the interior, from an artistic and 
deBorative point of view, оце cf the most gor- 
кеспе structures іп the metropolis, whilst around 
it constantly ciroulates those merchant princes who 
do business on the deep waters thatlave the shores 
of India, China, and Japan. For Mivoing-lane is, 
indeed, the very heart from which and to which 
ebbs and flows the commerce that brings us into 
close relationship with these distant regions. Who 
and what are the Olothworkers' Company? the 
reader will naturally inquire. A few historical 
facts shall satisfy his curiosity. Originally the 
company, then consisting of Fallers and Shear- 
men, was founded by Royal charter of the 
20th Edward IV., April 28, 1480; subse- 
quently confirmed by koyal charters of 24th 
January, 23rd Heary УП.; 18th January, 19: 
Henry VIIL; 29th klizabeth, and 9:h Charles f. 
We further leara from the records of the oor 
poration that, pursuant t» the ordinance made in 
the twenty-third year of tho reigu of Henry 
VILI, confirmed and allowed by sie Thomas 
Moore—then Lord High Obancellor—Thomas 
Duke of Norfoik, treasurer, Joba Pi/zjames, 
Knight, and Rotert Norwich, Knight, chief jns- 
tices, the governing body was composed of the 
master, four wardeus, and а court of assistants. 
Besides thess there were the livery and freemen, 
the livery being “such às wore è gown and 
hood ;” and this livery or clothing it was which 
was called “the fellowship”—the “ freemen’ 
being “ apprentices of the craft "—none of whom, 
by the ordinance, were to take wages or work 
journey work. Among the members of the com- 
pany there have been many distinguished per- 
sons, lord mayors, aldermen and sheriffs of 
London ; also Sir Edward Usborn, an aucestor of 
the Duke of Leeds, and Samael Реруг, who. after 
being a red-hot Oommonwealth-man aud Orom- 
же ап, became Secretary to the Admiralty in the 
reign of Charles 14, sud who to this generation 
has bequeathed ә (білу which, however con- 
ceited and egotistical, ів unparalleled es a graphic 
and life-like picture of bis times. Pepys was s 
ratber selfish person upon tie whole, ара hj; 
nature was not surcharged with the quality of 
generosity ; nevertheless, when master iu 1677, be 
presented to the сошрасу а handsome bow! and 
cover of siiver gilt, tho ontside enriched with 
frost work, woigbiog 166 oz, and а gil 
ewer and basin of the weight of 196 oz. The 
former is still used at the festivals of the com- 
pany; what has become of the latter does not 
olearly appear. King James I, the Scottish 
Rolomon," was wade а freeman of the company іш 
1607, and at anen'ertainment given in hig honour 
at the ball, it is recorded that “His Majesty was 
pleased to drink to tke Lord Mayor, Sir Willian 
Stone, and the rest of the company, by thenameof his 
* good brethren’ the Olothworkers, praying to God 
to bless all good clothworkers and all good cloth 
wearers” During the mayoralty of Sir J. Robin- 
son, lieutenant of the Tower, and president of tbe 
Artillery Company, that hon. person entertained 
the last but one of the Stuart kings, the Queen 
and the Queen's mother, and the Duke and 
Dachess of Үсті. In March,- 1814, the Dako of 
Көш, father of Quen Victoria, and the Duke о! 
Sussex, were present at а banquet at the hall 
“to jate Sic Robert Peel, Lora Lynedocb, and 
Viscount Haidinge wero freemen and livers men 
of the company, and the late Prince Consort hao 
а similar honour conferred upon bim on the 27tb 
of Maroh, 1860, on the cocssion of his attending 
the inaugurating the now hall. 

Іп September, 1686, Clothworkers’ Hall fell a 
prey to the great tire of London, and garrulon: 
Samuel Pepys thus noticed the circumstance, 
under date of Sept. Gih inthe same year. After 
observing that "it was pretty (0 вео how hard the 
wowen did thir work in the caonells, sweeping 
of water; but then they wonld acold for drink 
ani be as drank as devils,” whilst he saw “good 
butts of sugar open jn the stree:, and people give 
acd take haudfulls оде and pnt into beer and 
drink it,” he complacently adds that ће “ supped 
well and merry"—* but strange it їв to see Cloth- 
workers’ Hall on fire these three days and nights, 
ia one body of flame. it being the cellar fail o' 
oyle.” On the site of the premises thus destroyed 
a new building was reared, which becoming dila- 
vicated by time and unsuitable to the require- 
таептв of tbe company, was pulled down, aud 
suother, the present structure, erected іш its stead 
іш 1860.
